President Wants Govern- 
ment to Be Exclusive 
Owner and Producer of | 
Materials, He Says in 
Letter.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (AP)— 
President Truman said today that 
a commission for the control of 
atomic energy “should be com- 
posed exclusively of civilians.” 

He also said “the Government 
must be exclusive owner and pro- 
ducer” of materials used in this 
field of new-found power. 

Truman made known his atti- 
tude to Chairman McMahon 
(Dem.), Connecticut, of the Sen- 
ate atomic energy committee. 

McMahon told a press confer- 
ence that the President’s state- 
ment pleased him “very much 


indeed, because it constitutes an 
indorsement” of the bill McMahon 
has introduced for domestic con- 
trol of atomic energy. 

Truman had suggested a com- 
mission of three full-time govern- 
ment employes, whereas McMa- 
hon’s bill calls for a five-man 
board. : 

Text of the letter follows: 

“You have requested my views on 
$.1717, a bill for the domestic de- 
velopment and control of atomic 
energy. I wish to give you my 
thoughts at this time because I 
consider the subject of paramount 
importance and urgency, both 
from the standpoing of our wel- 
fare at home and that of achiev- 
ing a durable peace throughout 
the world. . 

“I appreciate the thorough and 
impartial manner in which atomic 
energy hearings have been held 
before your committee. I believe 
that the hearings, in keeping with 
democratic tradition, have aided 
the people in obtaining a clearer 
insight into the problems which 
such legislation must meet. 

“You will recall that I sent a 
special message to the Congress on 
Oct. 3, 1945, calling for legislation 
to fix a policy for the domestic 
control of atomic energy. Since 
then I have given considerable 
time to the further study of this 
most difficult subject. I have had 
the advantage of additional] tech- 
* nical information and expressions 
of public opinion developed at the 
hearings, 

“With this background I feel pre- 
pared to recommend in greater de- 
tail than before what I believe to 
be the essential elements of sound 
atomic energy legislation: 

“1. A commission established by 
the Congress for the control of 
atomic energy should be composed 
exclusively of civilians. This 
should not be interpreted to dis- | 
qualify former military personne] 
from membership, and is in accord 
with established American princi- 
ples embodied in our statutes since 
1870. I would prefer a three-man 
commission in lieu of a larger 
group which administrative ex- 
perience has shown unwieldy. It is 
essential that the members of the 
commission be full-time govern- 
ment employes. 

“2 The Government must be the 
exclusive owner and producer of 
fissionable materials. (Fissionable 
materials are, of course, to be 
distinguished from source materi- 
als from which fissionable materi- 
als may be derived. By fission- 
able materials, 1 mean such as 
U-235, or plutonium, or any sub- 
stance enriched in these beyond 
its natural state.) It follows that 
there should be no private patents 
in this field of exclusive Govern- 
ment activity. 

“The disadvantage’ of pgovern- 
ment monopoly are small com- 
pared to the danger of permitting 
anyone other than the Govern- 
ment to own or produce these 
crucial substances, the use of 
which affects the safety of the 
entire nation. The benefits of 
atomic energy are the heritage of 
the people; they should be dlis- 
tributed as widely as possible. 

“3. Consistent with these prin- 
ciples it is essential that devices 
utilizing atomic energy be made 
fully available for private devel- 
opment through compulsory, non- 
exclusive licensing of private pat- 
ents, and regulation of royalty 
fees to insure Kacir reasonable- 
ness. These provisions will as- 
sure widespread distribution of 
the benefits of atomic energy 
while preserving the royalty in- 
centive to maintain the interest 
of private enterprise- 

“4. In my message of Oct. 3, I 
wrote: “Our science and industry 
owe their strength to the spirit of | 
free inquiry and the spirit of free 
enterprise that characterize our 
country. (This) is our best | 
‘guaranty of maintaining the pre- 
eminence in science and industry 
upon which our national well-be- 
ing depends.’

By 
way of illustration, it is known 
that one St. Louis corporation 
paid more than $550,000 in general 
property taxes in 1945 and figured 
that it would save about $500,000 
in income taxes as the result of 
the commissioner's decision. 
Applies Only to 1945. 

The problem arose as the result 
of changes in state taxation prac- 
tice resulting from the Missouri 
Constitution adopted last year. It 
applied only to income tax returns 
for 1945, and only to those tax- 
payers using the accrual method 
as contrasted to the common cash 
method. Under the accrual method, 
receipts and expenditures” are 
classified, in effect, according to 
the time they become due, rather 
than the time of actual collection 
or disbursement of the money. 

Under the old state constitution 
he assessment of real estate and 
personal property for general tax- 
ation was made as of June l, 
for taxes due by the end of the 
succeeding year. The former rule 
pf the Bureau Of Internal Reve- 
mue held that such taxes accrued, 
for income tax deduction purposes, 
bn June 1 annually. As a result 
bf the change of state practice, 
mo assessment was made as of 
une 1, 1945; the date for annual 
assessment was shifted to Jan. 1, 
for taxes due the end of the same 
year. Hence there was no assess- 
ment date in 1945. 

In changing its regulation, the 
Bureau of Internal Revnue cited 
an action in United States District 
Court here in 1939, whereby the 
federal government acquired title 
to the riverfront memorial site. 
The bureau's new regulation quot- 
ed the court’s decision as conclud- 
ing that real estate taxes do not 
become a lien until the tax levy 
is made and the amount of the 
tax definitely determined. 

“It is believed,” says 
regulation, “that inherent in the 
decision (in that case) is the de- 
termination that neither the prop- 
erty owner nor the land is charged 
with a liability for the real prop- 
erty tax prior to the date upon 
which the lien attaches for such 
tax, which is the date for the levy 
of the tax. Accordingly, it is held 
that real property taxes in Mis- 
gsouri do not accrue until the date 
upon which they are levied, that 
s, the date upon which the lien 
for such taxes attaches. No date 
can be fixed as the date of levy 
of real property taxes throughout 
the state, but they are not actually

As interpreted by the chamber, 
this means that the effective dates 
on which general taxes become a

A national committee to aid 
families of General Motors strik- 
ers has made public a letter in an 
appeal for funds in which 
pointed out that last week “over 
40,000 of the strikers’ families had 
completely exhausted their re- 
sources.”

Mr. Sanroma and the 
orchestra under conductor Vladi- 
mir Golschmann scored first with 
the Gershwin Concerto in F but 
the real, unassailable triple-plated 
| wow performance of the evening 
was that of the Rhapsody in Blue. 
It was not only that the 
Rhapsody offered greater opportu- 
nities for the solo’ piano than the 
rather awkwardly put together 
Concerto: it also seemed to strike 
more fire from the orchestra. San-

Edward N. Claughton of 
Miami Say His Group 
Owns More Than 50 
Pct. of M.-K.-T. Stock. 


An attempt to merge the Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas Railroad with 


the Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
Railroad and the Chicago Great 
Western Railroad is being made 
by Edward N. Claughton of Miami. 
Fla., the largest individual stock- 
holder in the Katy railroad, it 
was learned -esterday. 

Claughton told the Post-Dispatch 
by telephone from his home in Mi- 
ami that he and “friends” already 
own more than 50 per cent of the 
Katy stock and that, by the time 
the board of directors of the C. & 
E. I. meets in May, “we will have 
at least 50 per cent of that com- 
pany’s stock.” 

- Raymond J. Morfa, chairman of 
the board of the Katy, said a 
merger of the three railroad prop- 
erties would be a “grand thing.” 
It would be beneficial to St. Louis 
in that the Katy would do con- 
siderably more business, he said, 
and would also mean .through 
passenger service from Texas to 
Chicago. 

“Family and Friends.” 

Claughton said that he, mem- 
bers of his family and “some 
friends” have been buying stock 
of the C.& E.l. for some time, He 
said he did not know just how 
much they controlled at present, 
but added, “I am putting every 
spare dollar I get into stock of 
the three companies.” 

“Merger of the three roads is 
an ideal prospect,” he said. “It 
would mean the salvation of al) 
three roads and result in a tre 
mendous improvement in the serv- 
ice rendered the territories served 
by them. It is my desire to work 
toward that end.” 

Lines of the C. & E. I. railroad 
run from Chicago to Evansville, 
Ind., and to St. Louis. Merger of 
the company’s 900 miles of track 
with the 3000 miles of the Katy 
would effect, for the first time, a 
through railroad line from Chi- 
cago to Galveston, Tex. 

For “Ideal System.” 

The Chicago Great Western 
Railroad owns about 1500 miles of 
tracks extending from Chicago to 
Minneapolis and St. Paul and to 
Kansas City. Consolidation of this 
line with the others would result 
in an “ideal system,” Claughton 
said. 

Combined assets of the three 
companies approximate $440,000,- 
O00, 

Claughton was the focal point 
of a fight in the board of direc- 
tors of the Katy Railroad last 
April, when the management of 
the railroad, led by the late Mat- 
thew S. Sloan of New York, then 
chairman of the board, carried on 
a campaign to prevent a_ self- 
appointed stockholders’ protective 
committee, representing Florida 
stockholders, from gaining contro] 
of the board. The Florida group 
succeeded in electing only two out 
of five board members chosen at 
that time. 

In letters to 9000 stockholders 
of the Katy railroad, Sloan asked 
for their proxies to keep control 
of the railroad from going to 
Claughton, whom -he termed an 
“ex-convict.” Claughton was con- 
victed in 1933 of a technical vio- 
lation of the Georgia state se- 
curity laws. 


AMERICAN WINE CO, ELECTS 
ELI GOLAN AS DIRECTOR 


Election of Eli Golan, a brother 
of Louis E. Golan of Los Angeles, 
who purchased controlling inter- 
est in the American Wine Co. in 
December, to the board of direc- 
tors of the wine company at the 
annual stockholders’ meeting last 
week, was announced yesterday. 

Controlling interest in the com- 
pany formerly was held by Ger- 
man wine dealer associates of 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, former 
German Foreign Minister. The 
stock was seized by the alien 
property custodian in the war. It 
sold in 1944 at an auction to Mal- 
colm Woldenberg of Madison, 
Wis., from whom Golan bought 
135,000 shares of the common 
stock, a controlling interest. 

Other directors were reelected 
to the board of the company, 
which is at 3015 Cass avenue. 
They are Samuel L. Golan and 
August C. Sievers of Chicago, 
Abraham Gottfried of Los Ange- 
les and Adolf Heck, 27 Crestwood 
drive, Clayton. Heck is executive 
Vice president and general man- 
ager of the company.

As 
self-appointed autocrat it barred 
several of the leading blood 
lines in America on the ground 
that the line was impure. . 
Because of this the mightiest 
horse in this, and possibly any 
other country, Man.O’ War, is 
not listed in England’s General 
Stud Book. ... And many others 
bred in this country are in a 
similar plight. 

This has at last irked the 
Thoroughbred Club of America 
to the extent that it recently 
voted retaliatory measures. ..

The moguls also took pains to 
provide for any subterfuge by 
ruling that the first-year salary. 
including bouns, shall not be over 
certain limits— $6000 for the 
majors, $4000 for Class Triple A 
and 150 per cent of the salary 
level in the other minors. They 
insisted that sum also must in- 
clude any promises of future cash 
Or any payments to any persons 
associated with the players such 
as a coach. 

Putting teeth into their legis- 
lation, the league set a $2000 fine 
for a major league club violating 
the rule, $1000 for a minor league 
team and $500 for any employe. 
In addition, the player shall be 
decinred a free arent and the of- 
fending club shall not be per- 
mitted to do business with him 
for three years, 

There is only one catch to the 
entire picture. The minors must 
approve before any of the bonus 
laws hecome effective.

The “bonus player” was defined 
as a free agent who had been paid 
or promised a bonus for signing.

Problem — 1945 Busi- 


ness Reviewed. 


A major problem of the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District in coming 
years will be to hold and consoli- 
date wartime income gains, it was 
stated in the February monthly 
review of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis, made public 
yesterday. 

The long-view outlook for the 
district is favorable, witH indica- 
tions that employment will 
substantially higher after full re- 
conversion than before the war, 
the report said. So far the transi- 
tion period has been relatively 
smooth, with nothing like the 
severe dislocations that were fore- 
cast, 

Reviewing business activities in 
1945, the publication said income 
for the year as a whole was about 
as large as in 1944. 

Sharp Drop at War’s End. 
“During the first part of the 
year activity ran at an all-time 
high level, but the sudden end of 
the war brought a sharp drop in 
industrial output,” the report con- 
tinued. “Even in the latter part 
of 1945, however, income ran more 
than twice as high as in prewar 
years. As the year ended, the 
district economy was well into the 
transition period between war and 
peace and had excellent prospects 
for the future.” 

The employment situation for 
the remainder of the transition 
period, while not as favorable as 
for the long-run outlook, appears 
brighter than in prewar years, 
the report stated. The largest 
gains over current employment 
are expected in construction, trade 
and service, with some rise from 
present lows in industrial lines. 

Unemployment, however, is also 
expected to rise, at least until the 
middle of this year, when the 
number of new jobs available 
should exceed the number of new 
entrants into the labor market. 
Present unemployment might be 
even lower if it were not for dif- 


ficulties in matching workers and

Production of manufactured 
goods in the district last year was 
somewhat less than in 1943 and 
1944, but much higher than any 
previous year, it was stated. Value 
of output was estimated at $6,700,- 
000,000 in 1945, compared with 
$2,400,000,000 in 1939, the last 
peacetime year. 


Discussing the conversion of 
war production facilities, the re- 
view said: “Apparently not much 
of the facilities born during the 
war years will be useful for peace- 
time production. For the most 
part, district munitions plants 
that are up for disposal are at- 
tracting no bidders, Some are be- 
ing kept in standby condition and 
some have been converted to oth- 
er Government use, the most no- 
table example being the huge St. 
Louis Ordnance plant, which is 
being turned into an Army rec- 
ords center.” 

Coal production in the district 
in 1945 was lower than in 1944 
but greater than in any other year 
since the war began. Crude petro- 
leum output has decreased every 
year since 1940, reflecting mostly 
controlled operations under the 
quota system, it was stated. 

Construction activity is expected 
to pick up substantially during 
1946, the report said. There was 
some gain after V-J day, although 
it was less than anticipated due 
to a continuation of material and 
labor shortage. 

Record Consumer Spending. 

“Despite decreased income and 
employment during the latter part 
of the year, consumer expenditures 
reached new high levels during 
1945,” the report continued. “Much 
of the increase in dollar volume | 
of retail sales was due to price 
advances,

Fuel cost, however, apparently is 
less than a third that of older 
style standard. systems. 

A feeling of spaciousness, be- 
cause of the absence of radiators 
or convectors, is gained, and there 
seems to be no indication of drafts 
in the building, even when. doors 
are opened and closed. 


The placing of water pipes un- 
der the floor is one of several 
methods of radiant heating, others 
being the use of hot-air ducts un- 
der the floor, and hot-air ducts in 
wall panels or about baseboards. 
Varied success has been reported 
by engineers who have experi- 
mented with the various systems. 


Buckel says the secret of suc- 
cess with the hot-water type sys- 
tem is use of adequate piping at 
proper depth below the surface of 
the floor. Any attempt to do a 
cheap job by skimping on pipe 
means incomplete radiation, there- 
fore hot spots in the floor rather 
than an even distribution of heat, 
he points out, 


Only two or three radiant heat- 
ing systems have been built into 
residences in the St. Louis area, 
so far as is known, although in 
other parts of the country the idea 
has been used more extensively. 
Radiant heating is one of the 
prominent factors in the so-called 
Solar architecture being used 
widely in recently built homes, fac- 
tories and hospitals.

Same Old ICC Runaround 


Again the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has investigated a series of railroad wrecks that 
took a toll of human lives; again it has found 
that an inadequate block signal system caused 
the accidents, and again it has ducked its clear 
duty by merely recommending instead of ordering 
the installation of adequate protective devices. 

Such pussyfooting disinclination of the ICC 
to use its authority to order proper safety pro- 
cedure is an old story by now. This time, the 
runaround is applied in the case of the Seaboard 
Air Line, with a record of 15 persons killed and 
261 injured in 10 wrecks. In each instance, the 
ICC found, there was no automatic block sys- 
tem, or an inadequate system. It confesses the 
impotence of its policy by saying in the report: 
“The commission’s recommendations in seven of 
these cases for, establishment of an adequate 
block signal system have not been satisfied.” 

The ICC admits that recommendations do lit- 
tle good, yet it proceeds to do nothing but make 
more recommendations. This time, there is a 
hint of its authority, however; it does issue an 
order calling on the railroad to show cause, if 
any, by March 15 as to why it should not be re- 
quired to install the signals. 

Such an order, far from being a real display 
of firmness, is just another aspect of the old 
runaround. It indicates that the ICC still needs 
to be convinced that block signals are necessary, 
so the railroad is invited to think up arguments 
against installing them. This seems to say that 
if it presents some good excuses, the ICC won't 
order adoption of the system. 

Why, at this late date, should there be any 
debate on the value of block signals? They were 
introduced in 1872, or 15 years before the ICC 
came into being. And the ICC itself went on 
record years ago with the following testimonial: 
“Perhaps no single invention in the history of 
the development of railway transportation has 
contributed more toward safety and dispatch in 
that field than the track circuit.” (The track 
circuit actuates the signals which are the basis 
of the automatic block system.) 

Since block signals were so lavishly praised 
by the ICC, an even greater improvement in rail 
safety has been perfected, in automatic train 
control. Yet the ICC is just as timid in bring- 
ing about its general adoption as it has been 
with respect to block signals. It speaks in terms 
of recommendations, which the railroads usually 
disregard, not in orders, which they would be 
required to carry out. 

When is the ICC going to assume its obvious 
duty by abandoning its spineless rhetoric and 
ordering installation of the devices which are es- 
sential for saving lives? 
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An Educational Blackout? 


A strike of St. Louis public school custodians 
and matrons would cause the closing of the city’s 
141 public schools, the interruption of classwork 
for some 90,000 students. Such a shutdown 
is likely to occur this week, for the AFL union 
has voted to go on strike at 7 o’clock tomor- 
row morning, after failure of its efforts to nego- 
tiate a wage increase with the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Arbitration has been suggested, and arbitra- 
tion is the obviously sensible method for pre- 
venting the stoppage of public education in this 
city. The union offered to arbitrate, but the 
board refused. It has no legal right to arbitrate, 
Board President Winterer says, for its author- 
ity cannot be delegated. 

This is not convincing. What is to prevent 
the board from taking the recommendations of 
an impartial panel, and ratifying them as its 
own proposal? What parent or what school em- 
ploye is going to object if the board does agree 
to arbitrate, in order to keep the schools open? 

We urge moderation upon the union. We 
urge a receptive attitude by the board. And we 
urge fast work over the weekend to avert an 
educational blackout in St. Louis. 


Justice Jackson’s Protest 

Justice Jackson, the chief American prosecu- 
tor at the Nuernberg trial, is frankly disturbed 
and distressed because none of the German in- 
dustrialists—‘‘one of the chief causes of war,” 
he calls them—is being brought to justice by 
the international tribunal. He has taken the un- 
usual course of laying his complaint -before a 
public audience, a particularly appropriate audi- 
ence in that it was composed of the American 
soldiers who hear the broadcasts of the Armed 
Forces Network in Germany. 

GIs on occupation duty, to judge by the search- 
ing questions put to Justice Jackson by a soldier- 
correspondent, realize the danger of letting the 
industrialists get off scot-free. GIs were puz- 
zled at the sight of the great Farben plant stand- 
ing undamaged amid the ruins of bomb-shat- 
tered Frankfurt. Also, said their spokesmen, 
“We do not understand why there are no trials 
for the Krupps and officials of the Farben Trust.” 

Mr. Jackson is in effect appealing his case to 
the court of public opinion among the occupa- 
tion forces. Soldiers probably can do little in 
changing the three other prosecutors’ minds as 
to the necessity for bringing to trial the men 
who helped the Nazis set up their system of war 
plants, and were actually preparing for war 
years before the Nazis arrived on the scene. 
Perhaps public opinion at home can do more. 
Certainly there should be widespread protests 
at this flagrant neglect at Nuernberg of an op- 
portunity to dig out one of the root causes of 
two world wars. 
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The Exoneration of Gen. Morgan 

Director Lehman of the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration has corrected 
an injustice on the part of others in the organ- 
ization by restoring Lt. Gen. Sir Frederick Mor- 
gan to the post of UNRRA chief in Germany. 

Gen. Morgan had been criticized, on the 
ground of anti-Semitism, for his statement that 
an organized plan to get Jews out of Europe by 
conspiratorial methods was behind the exodus 
of thousands of Jews from Poland into the 
American occupation zone in Germany. 

As it turned out, Gen. Morgan’s statement was 
not prompted’ by anti-Semitism, as at first 
charged, but was fully supported by the facts. 
So able a reporter as Raymond Daniell reported 
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in a paper so completely free of anti-Semitism 
as the New York Times that an underground or- 
ganization using such devices as forged passports 
was at work. 

Director Lehman after a personal talk with 
Gen. Morgan has now publicly expressed confi- 
dence in him. and specifically cleared him of the 
charge of religious prejudice. Gen, 
seems to have been guilty of an unfortunately 
harsh choice of words, but he drew to public at- 
tention a situation that neaged to be brought 
into the open. 
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Stelle’s Attack on Bradley 

What John Stelle, national commander of the 
American Legion, is complaining about is that 
the little clique of professionals in the national 
Legion office no longer controls the United 
States Veterans’ Administration. Before Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley was appointed head of the 
Veterans’ Administration last fall, that clique 
had things pretty much its own way. That this 
way did not produce an administration adequate 
to serve the vastly increasing numbers of new 
veterans, however, had become a national scan- 
dal. 

Gen. Bradley ended: Legion control when he 
took over. He also has insisted that veterans’ 
hospitals be built where they can best serve the 
veterans, whether these locations are politically 
expedient or not. Now Stelle is looking for 
allies among disappointed Congressmen who had 
hoped to log-roll hospitals for their own baili- 
wicks, 

Stelle obviously hopes that with the help of 
disappointed Congressmen he can force Gen. 
Bradley’s resignation so that the top Legion 
clique can reassert its control over the Veterans’ 
Administration. In the struggle now in progress 
among the various veterans’ organizations, to 
sign up newly discharged veterans of World War 
II, it would of course be very useful for this 
clique to present itself as the appointed agent 
of intercession for veterans seeking benefits from 
the Veterans’ Administration.. 

Against this attack, Gen. Bradley, the “GI's 
General,” scarcely needs defending. His dis- 
interested concern for the welfare of returning 
veterans is too well known by everyone from 
Gen. Eisenhower to the millions who served un- 
der Gen. Bradley in North Africa and Europe. 

President Truman, in promptly reaffirming 
his “complete and unqualified’’ support of Gen, 
Bradley, was said to feel that Stelle is not speak- 
ing for the American Legion. Stelle’s checkered 
career in oil and Illinois politics was featured 
by a putsch on the governorship that seldom has 
been equalled in this country for its brash dis- 
regard of political morality. In view of his rec- 
ord, it is difficult to see how Stelle could repre- 
sent any sizable body of American opinion, vet- 
eran or non-veteran. Half a dozen veterans’ or- 
ganizations already have disassociated them- 
selves, publicly, from his maneuvers, 

It is up to the whole membership of the Amer- 
ican Legion, then, to repudiate Stelle and his 
irresponsible demagoguery.

More Inquiry for Mr. Pauley 

Some contradictions have arisen in the inves- 
tigation which the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee is making of Edwin W. Pauley, President 
Truman’s nominee for Under Secretary of the 
Navy. On at least two points the committee 
ought to insist on getting at the demonstrable 
truth of the matter. 

Mr. Pauley contradicted, on Thursday, the 
statement that he had put pressure on Secre- 
tary Ickes in the hope of influencing the latter 
against filing a suit laying claim to the oil-rich 
tidelands. The statement had been madeé by Mr. 
Ickes. On Friday, the Secretary not only re- 
peated it but also gave the name of Abe Fortas, 
then his Assistant Secretary, as a witness. The 
committee ought by all means to call Mr. Fortas 
and see what he has to say about it. 

Mr. Pauley also said, on Thursday, that he 
could not remember how much he paid for a 
tract of land which he later sold to the Standard 
Oil Co. of California for approximately $1,500,- 
000. Some independent oil dealers regard it as 
an interesting coincidence that Mr. Pauley, who 
had led opposition to the oil proration scheme, 
switched over to it and became very much 
en rapport with Standard of California. If Mr. 
Pauley does not remember how much money he 
made on the land deal, he should be allowed 
to refresh his memory, after which the com- 
mittee should be very stubborn about knowing 
all about it. 

It might be kept in mind by the committee, 
and also by Mr. Pauley, that the witness is 
under oath in these proceedings, and that in 
faigyness to him no discrepancy in his testimony 
should be allowed to go unresolved. Persistency 
is a jewel, and one with which we trust the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee is richly 
adorned. 


We Must Hurry, Hurry, Hurry 

The following words of wisdom are con- 
tained in a letter from Elder Statesman Ber- 
nard Baruch to Congressman Gore, dated Oct. 
ao, 1945: 


We must have full production. With- 
‘ out it we cannot keep any semblance of 
modern civilized government, We risk in- 
flation. We mute ‘the voice with which 
we speak for peace in this world. With 
this full production we can escape infla- 
tion. Labor and management must be 
made to realize this. Strikes cannot con- 
tinue to interfere with production as 
they do. In our civilization, where peo- 
ple are induced to buy things and to 
make them a part of their daily lives, a 
deep obligation rests on management and 
labor to fill those needs. For years I have 
had hich hopes of collective bargaining 
and intelligent leadership in management 
and labor to bring about understanding 
without interference of Government. 
Reaction from the war effort has caused 
much of the unrest, but unless strife 
ceases soon, Government must take a 
hand, and a strong one, in the interests 
of the contestants, the public and itself. 
Whole segments of society have lost 
their high hopes of collective bargaining 
and perspective as to the rights of others. 
Worse yet, many have lost their capacity 
for indignation over their own wrongs 
and the wrongs inflicted upon others. 
The miracle of American production 
can save the situation now, as it did in 
the war, but it must hurry, hurry, hurry.

The Senate hearing on Mr. Pauley’s 
qualifications has made revelations con- 
cerning an oil deal with the Mexican Gov- 
ernment; has heard charges that Califor- 
nia oil interests would contribute large 
sums to the*Democratic campaign chest if 
the Federal suit over tidelands’ title was 
dropped; also charges that the Senate com- 
mittee was high-pressured to drop the in- 
vestigation of Pauley. 


Mr. Truman seems to be not at all con- 
cerned with Mr. Pauley’s fitness for the 
office, just as has been the circumstance 
in other appointments, the most recent be- 
ing that of Commodore James K. Varda- 
man to the Board of Governors of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System. 


Need for Complete Inquiry 


Whether the charges are true must be 
determined by the Senate after a complete 
investigation. The facts should be ascer- 
tained, not by “smearing” Mr. Pauley, but 
by sober assessment of his fitness for a 
Cabinet post. It is unfortunate that Mr. 
Truman nominated him, because his vul- 
nerability has invited attack, 


Pauley’s Interest in Tidelands 


Mr. Pauley is a big business man, deal- 
ing in oil, At the present time. he is the 
leader of a move to deny Federal owner- 
ship of tidelands, or offshore areas, in 
which oil has been or may be discovered. 
He would vest control in the states—his 
immediate concern is California—and a big 
fight over this issue is now on. 


But it’s the old story of Harry Truman, 
the good fellow, picking his political friends 
for high favors, Postmaster General Han- 
negan is the chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee; Mr. Pauley was treas- 
urer of the same committee until not go 
many months ago. 


Whatever may be the facts in the dispute 
which is pending in the Supreme Court, Mr. 
Pauley as Under Secretary of the Navy— 
or as it may well be soon, the Secretary— 
would be placed in the anomalous position 
of having special interest in both sides of 
the issue.

Study of League Failures 
Has Lessons for the UNC 


“Pioneers in World Order: An American Ap- 
praisal of the League of Nations,” Edited by 
Harriet Eager Davis. (Columbia University 
Press, New York.) 

This collection of 16 reports by Ameri- 
cans who held office under the League of 
Nations summarizes the League’s experi- 
ence in systematic international organiza- 
tion and co-operation, Originally published 
in 1944, before the United Nations Charter 
was written, it was an attempt to winnow, 
from both the successes and the failures 
of the League, such permanent lessons as 
the new organization should heed. 

It is also, it must be admitted, a defense 
of the League, not only as a noble experi- 
ment but as an undertaking that can boast 
many solid successes and that fostered a 
number of institutions that deserve to be 
continued. The World Court, the Inter- 
national Labor Organization and the boards 
that control opium production are varying 
examples of such institutions. 

- “ . 

Three points recur throughout the re- 
ports. One is that the League developed 
a number of effective means of inter- 
national’ action, such as standardized 
treaties or conventions which become 
effective when ratified by a specified num- 
ber of states and predetermined procedures 
to be followed when direct negotiations in 
international disputes break down, 

The second point is that League failures 
were political rather than technical, The 
means of international co-operation were 
worked out and, for the most part, their 
effectiveness was demonstrated; they 
weren't always adopted or used, Many 
proposals were approved by the nations’ 
representatives, only to be turned down by 
the governments at home. As Prof. Shot- 
well says, the League's methods did not fail 
to prevent war; they simply were not used. 

The third point concerns the distinctive 
roles of the great powers and the small 
nations. Any League action or proposal 
was of immediate national concern to all 
the great powers. When they could ‘agree, 
the League worked, even at its ultimate 
task of preventing war. 

” . 

But when the great powers disagreed, the 
League was powerless to act. The smal] na- 
tions, as a group free from world-wide in- 
terests, became the conscience of the 
League, and imposed upon the great powers 
a constant moral pressure. 

The UNO starts off with advantages the 
League never had—the support of the 
United States, the deterrent effect of dem- 
onstrated atomic devastation, the fact that 
it is a second attempt instead of a first. 
But it faces the same weaknesses: distrust 
among the great powers, economic in- 
equalities and disorganization, the impo- 
tence and ignorance of international pub- 
lic opinion. One can’t help feeling that 
the future of the Community of Nations 
depends less upon the strength of the UNO 
than upon the elimination of these weak- 
nesses.

Prof. Otto Hahn and Dr. Wer- 
ner Heisenberg, both Nobel prize 
winners told in an interview of 
Germany’s atomic experiments 
during the war, 

Hahn, who with his co-workers 
recently returned to Germany 
from England where they 
were taken soon after the 
war's end, received the Nobel 
prize for chemistry last Decem- 
ber. The award—which he won 
in 1944 but could not accept be- 
cause of the war—was presented 
to him for discovery of a method 
of breaking the heavy atom nu- 
cleus, He said the work was 
done in 1939, with the results pub- 
lished at that time and thus made 
available to other scientists, 


Heisenberg was head of the 
German scientific research work 
on nuclear energy during the war. 
He told this story: 

“When the war started, Hahn 
and myself along with other scien- 
tists were called in by German 
military officials and asked what 
we thought the possibility was of 
producing an atom ksmhb.,

There js no country today which, 
because of its power, its demon- 
strated resources, its geographical 
position and its lack of any im- 
perialistic ambitions, can assume

If other peoples find that the

Sign Makers. 

‘A number of small wood in- 
dustries might be developed along 
the lines of a U. S. Forest Service 
practice,” he says. “Everyone has 
observed that many ordinary 
street and park signs are easily 
damaged or destroyed. The For- 
est Service makes many of its 
signs of two-inch thick plank, 
about one and a half feet, bolted 
to four-inch square posts set in 
the ground, The lettering is 
carved into the wood and stained 
or painted black. These signs are 


attractive and very durable, espe- 


cially when made of oak. The 
letters are cut by a machine 
called a router, such as are sold 
by the R. L. Carter Co., of New 
Britain, Conn., at a cost of less 
than $100. Most lumbering and 


sawmill operations produce many 


short planks which have little 
commercial value, but which 
would be perfectly suited to this 
use. Signs could be made for in- 
dustries, estates, farms, park 
boards and _ institutions.

78,150 DEAD, 13,983 MISSING 
IN HIROSHIMA, JAPS REPORT 


TOKYO, Feb. 2 (AP)—The 
atomic bombing of Hiroshima last 
Aug. 6 caused 306,545 casualties, 
including 78,150 killed, the Japa- 
nese central liaison office reported 
to Allied headquarters today. 

The report said 13,983 were miss- 
ing, 9428 seriously injured, 27,997 
slightly injured and 176,987 “gen- 
eral sufferers,” which included all 
those who suffered from sickness 
or minor hurts after the bombing 
and persons made homeless. 

The Japanese reported on Aug. 
23 that the atom bombing of Hiro-

While the commission “recom- 
mended” and did not “order” in- 
stallation of the system on all 
lines on which a speed of 50 miles 
Or more an hour is authorized, it 
issued an order by which the rail- 
road must show cause, if any, by 
March 15 why it should not 
required tao install the signals. 

The ICC said that “investiga- 
tion of 10 other recent 
that occurred on the Seaboard Air 
Line Railway disclosed that in 
each instance there was either no 
block signal system or an inade- 
quate block signal system where 
such accidents occurred, and that 
the commission's recommenda- 
tions in seven of these cases for 
establishment of an adequate 
block signal system have not been 
satisfied.” 

15 Killed, 261 Hurt in 10 Wrecks. 


In the 10 accidents, the ICC 
said, 15 persons were killed. and 
261 injured. The most disastrous 
accidents happened on lines where 
the maximum authorized speed 
was from 60 to 75 miles an hour. 
The commission added that in 
the last year the railroad installed 
an automatic block signal system 
on its line between Monroe, S.C. 
and Atlanta, Ga. a stretch of 271 
miles, including the scenes of 
three of the 10 accidents, but the 
recommended modifications were 
not made on the parts of the 
lines where the other seven acci- 
dents happened.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (AP)—The 
stock market today concluded a 
generally rising week at the high- 
est level in 15 years with steels 
and specialties leading a fast short 
session with gains of fractions to 
better than four points.

Although many pivotals falt- 
ered, closing figures for favorites 
were at or near the best of the 
brief proceedings.

Thrilling Sight 


When Wild Geese 


Come in for Landing 


By Leonard Hall 


that our forefathers were in those old days when they 

rolled back the forest. An ax, a long Kentucky rifle, 
a turning plow, a yoke of oxen and a good wife were all a 
man needed, a hundred and 
fifty years ago, to push on 
past the outmost settlement 
and stake his home in the 
forest or on the prairie. The 
wealth of such a family lay 
in its land and its children, 
who grew up to head atill 
farther out and conquer new 
frontiers, All too often, to- 
day, our wealth consists of 
engraved pieces of paper 
which can be carried about 
in a lock box under one arm, 
I have little doubt that, once 
the housing shortage ends, 
apartment - hopping wi ll 
again become as popular as 
before the war. 

There is a thing which 
is dying, here in America, 
and upon this I think we 
may someday lay diame for 
many of the ills which our society is suffering. This is the 
matter of planting your feet solidly on land where your 
father and grandfather walked before vou; of turning your 
cattle out to graze on pastures where once your great-grand- 
father watched the deer feeding and the prairie chicken nest- 
ing in the blue-stem grass. It is the business of living in a 
house which has stood firm on its foundations for a hundred 
years—a house which hides hewn logs beneath its white clap- 
board exterior and holds the possessions, large and small, 
that gather round any family who live long in one place.

These thoughts were in my mind on a cold, sleety 
morning not long ago when we turned trom the high- 
way down the driveway of Darby Bass’ farm, on the 
prairie south of Columbia, and left our car under the 
giant trees which overhang the big, rambling house. We 
hadn't come for a social visit, although we had a pieas- 
ant one before we left. What we had come for was to 
see the Canada geese which, according to Darby’s rec- 
ords, have used the big lake behind his house as a 
refuge for 40 years. It must have been started with 
a pair of the big honkers which came in there to rest 
and presently stayed to build a home and raise their 
young, because there was ample food and shelter.

TODAY THERE MUST BE 20 PAIRS of Canadas which 
have become domesticated and stay the year round. Some 
are wing-clipped while others are free to fly. But when the 
wavering V’s come down in autumn from their nesting grounds 
in the north, more and more of them have found th‘s a good 
stopping place until today the concentration totals perhaps a 
thousand birds. They spend the night on Darby’s lake and 
leave before daylight for the corn fields in the Missouri River 
bottoms, 20 miles away. Here they will fced until well after 
daylight and then head back for the lake to spend the day. 
Some geese are taken by hunters who drive up blind lanes 
which divide the farms in the neighborhood and try for a 
shot or two as the geese go in and out. Some are even killed 
from the highway, on a small pond which is hardly out of 
gun-shot. This is, of course, illegal but hard to stop. It is to 
be hoped that if the refuge is continued, some way will be 
found to close all shooting for a considerable area sur- 
rounding the farm.

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AS CHARLIE SCHWARTZ AND GUY GREENWELL of 
the Wildlife Unit drove out with us from town, there was 
discussion as to how early we must arrive in order to watch 
the geese come in from the feeding grounds. Charlie hadn't 
checked too closely and thought 9 o'clock would be all 
right. Guy, however, said that on this particular morning 
they were due at seven minutes before nine. We arrived in 
plenty of time, stopped at the house to make ourselves known 
and then took shelter from the biting wind near one of the 
barns, perhaps 300 yards from the lake which was out of 
Sight beneath its high enbankment. In the meadow were 
perhaps two dozen of the domesticated birds, but they paid 
little attention to us. We listened for sounds of geese “talking” 
over on the lake, but all was silent in that quarter.. Then sud- 
denly, from far to the west and well out of sight in the freez- 
ing mist, came that unmistakable call of wild geese flying. 
Within a matter of seconds and before the first band appeared, 
we heard it again from the south. I looked at my watch; the 
hands stood at six minutes until nine. “The bad weather must 
heve put them a minute behind schedule,” was all Guy said.

High above us and well out from the lake, the 
great birds set their wings and started losing altitude. 
“There's a lesser Canada and one snow goose in that 
buneh,” said Guy, but I couldn’t stop watching long 
enough to search for individual birds. They were like 
battleships of the air, swinging in to a landing, and 
some age-old instinct sent a thrill running through 
all of us. I glanced at Mama, who had never seen this 
sight before, and she like the rest of us was caught 
in the spell. After a while we walked quietly over to 
the lake where the great birds .ailed majestically. 
They saw us and there was a crash like thunder as 
they all took to the air at once, wheeled and headed 
to the east.

Tell How It 


Feels to Fly Through Sky at Speed 
Approaching That of Sound.

WRIGHT FIELD, Ohio, Feb. 2. 
N Jan. 26, three hand-picked 
€ Army test pilots set out from 
Long Beach, Calif., for La- 
Guardia Field, New’ York. Their 
job was to establish a new trans- 
continental flight record. 

Flying Lockheed P-80’s, jet-pro- 
pelled pursuit planes, at the 
breath-taking altitude of almost 
eight miles above the earth at 
speeds approaching that of sound, 
each of the three flyers not only 
broke the existing cross-country 
flight record but they turned in per- 
formances that definitely marked 
the beginning of a new era in 
speed and altitude flying. 

The pilots picked for the job 
were 34-year-old Col, William H. 
Councill of Pittsburgh, Pa.; 27- 
year-old Capt. Martin L. Smith of 
Kidder, Mo., and 30-year-old Capt. 
John S. Babel of Albia, la. The 
colonel, who at one time during 
the flight reached the amazing 
speed of 660 miles an hour, which 
he calculated to be only about 30 
miles less than the speed of sound 
at the level at which he was fly- 
ing, covered the 2470 miles of the 
Great Circle route non-stop in four 
hours, 13 minutes and 26 seconds, 
His average speed was 584.82 miles 
an hour, 

“It’s a wonderful feeling to be 
flying at 660 miles an hour at an 
altitude of 40,000 feet,” Col. Coun- 
cill mused the other night when 
this reporter had dinner with the 
Three Musketeers of Speed in 
Dayton, O. “At that altitude the 
piddling trifles of ordinary life 
belong to another world. At one 
point on the trip, I could see 200 
miles around me in every direc- 
tion. It’s hard to explain, but 
when you're so far above the 
earth you feel nearer to God.” 

While the colonel flew non-stop, 
Capt. Babel landed, refueled and 
took off again from Topeka, Kan. 
Babel clocked in on the flight 
with an elapsed time of four 
hours, 23 minutes and 54 seconds 
with an average speed of 561 miles 
an hour. Capt. Smith, who also 
stopped at Topeka to refuel, cov- 
ered the distance in four hours, 
33 minutes and 25 seconds with 
an average speed of 540 miles an 
hour. Smith, who stopped six 
minutes in Topeka, as against 
Babel’s four-minute stop, had at- 
tempted to make repairs on the 
nose gear door of his plane, but 
went on without the repair job 
being completed.

while hurtling through space at 
a speed almost as fast as sound is 
a tough job. They will talk tech- 
nicalities from here to Teheran and 
stay up all night telling you about 
such things as the wall of com- 
pressibility or the practical ap- 
plication of gas turbines to air- 
planes, but when you ask them 
how it feels to out-flash Flash 
Gordon or just what it’s like to 
run a race with sound, they 
scratch their heads and grope for

“Tt’s like being suspended in 
mid-air without being stationary,” 
said Capt. Smith, who has been 
interested in the subject of air- 
planes ever since one crash-land- 
ed in a Missouri corn field near 
his home when he was a lad of 
Six. 

“It’s like being in another 
world,” thought Capt. Babel. 
“Looking down from 40,000 feet is 
an awe-inspiring thing. At that 
altitude, everything is so quiet and 
cold that you have a feeling of 
being so all-alone that you get the 
idea maybe you're the only per- 
son alive in the whole world.”

hell-raisers, who daily thumb their 
noses at death trying to tear the 
wings off airplanes in power dives 
and vertical climbs, the three test 
pilots who clipped many minutes 
off the previous transcontinental 
flight record of 5 hours and 27 
minutes, are all sober, conscien- 
tious, self-confident, steady-going 
young men. All three live for 
but one thing—to fly airplanes. 

“Actually I doubt if any of us 
regarded this flight as anything 
but just another job to be done,” 
Councill explained. “And once un- 
der way, 99 per cent of our con- 
scious thoughts were about the 
mechanical problems of the test 
~-thinking how to clip time off 
that old record, wondering just 
how much power we could pour 
on and still have fuel enough tg 
get there. Then there was the 
problem of navigation at that al- 
titude. In the west all we could 
do was take our bearing on some 
mountain and in the east the only 
check points were the rivers.” 

Equipped with over-size fuel 
tanks for his non-stop flight, 
Councill took off from Long 
Beach with 1145 gallons of JB-l, 
a special kerosene used for jet 
planes because it provides more 
energy per gallon than airplane 
gasoline. The over-sized wingtip 
tanks he carried pulled the wings 
of the colonel’s plane into convex 
curves, but super-competent Coun- 
cill got the plane off the ground 
without trouble. Both Babel and 
Smith carried only two 150-gallon 
wingtip tanks in addition to a 
special 100-gallon nose tank. 

Although the P-80’s total empty 
weight is only 8000 pounds, Col. 
Councill says that in the air there 
is no vibration and no noise in the 
pursuit fighter. A conversation at 
ordinary voice levels could be held 
in the cockpit. On the ground the 
plane makes a terrific noise, 

To the question of just what 
manner of man it takes to make a 
good test pilot, the three flyers 
had no answer. Theyy reckoned 
the prime requisite was “just to 
love airplanes.” The three of them 
certainly fit the requirement. 
They have all flown everything 
from a box kite to the P-80 


“Shooting Star,” and have seen 
combat under all kinds of condi- 
tions, 

For balding Col. Councill this 
record-breaking jet flight was not 
entirely new. Deputy for opera- 
tions of the flight test division of 
the Air Technical Service Com- 
mand, with headquarters at 
Wright Field, the colonel has 
flown Lockheed jet fighters since 
they were first built. Last Au- 
gust he piloted one of them from 
Wright Field to New York in 62 
minutes. A graduate of Carnegie 
Institute of Technology and mem- 
ber of the Army Air Forces since 
1933, he modified the three planes 
used in the Jan, 26 test before 
taking them to Long Beach for 
the flight. Supplementary fuel 
tanks were attached to the wing- 
tips and an auxiliary radio was 
installed in each airplane for the 
radio compass, 
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flight plans were complete, the 

wary colonel made some guard- 
ed predictions. He said he expect- 
ed to break the record established 
for cross-country flights on Dec.8 
by the Douglas XB-42 when it 
raced from Long Beach to Wash- 
ington in five hours, 17 minutes 
and 34 seconds. When asked to be

would only say he planned to 
make the trip in less than five 
hours. 

Born in Pittsburgh, Councill in- 
tended to become a mechanical] en- 
gineer when he graduated from 
Carnegie Tech, but good-paying 
jobs were tough to come by.in those 
years and so he turned to the 
army. By 1938 he had become an 
instructor and in 1943 went to 
Guadalcanal as commanding of- 
ficer of a P-38 Lightning fighter 
group in the Thirteenth Air Force.

Handsome Captain Smith, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Martin L. Smith 
Sr., of Kidder, Mo., graduated 
from William Jewell College at 
Liberty, Mo., and attended Hutch- 
inson (Kansas) Junior College 
with the idea of being an aero- 
nautical engineer. But the war 
came along and Smith enlisted in 
April of 1941. He attended various 
training schools and graduated as 
a second lieutenant in the firg 
class out of flying school after 
Pearl Harbor. 
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N February of 1942 he was sent 
| « the South Pacific as a fighter 

pilot, flew 70 combat missions 
and shot down three Jap planes 
in the air. In June of 1943 he was 
assigned to Wright Field in the 
testing section of the ATSC. This 
past Christmas he took his bride 
of six months home to Kidder to 
meet his folks. 

“There’s only one drawback to 
this test pilot business,” Smith 
complains amiably. “In six months 
of marriage, I'll bet I haven't 
been able to spend ‘more than 30 
days with my wife.” 

Fellow pilots tease Smith about 
being a country boy and coming 
from a town of about 300 people. 
They say that the first time Smith 
saw the Empire State Building in 
New York somebody asked him 
what he thought of it. Smith’s 
classic remark was: “Well, it 
shore would hold a lot of hay.” 

Tallest of the three record- 
breaking test pilots is Capt. Babel. 
He worked his way through lowa 
State College as a _ bellhop and 
waiting on tables. His ambition 
was to be a forest ranger and he 
took any job at hand to get him- 
self through school. He graduat- 
ed in 1939 and went to work for 
the United States Forest Service 
in eastern Oregon, joined the 
Army in June of 1941 and got 
his wings shortly after Pearl Har- 
bor. 
He was sent to Hawaii for six 
months and then on to New 
Guinea in October of 1942. 

From October of 1942 until Feb- 
ruary of 1944 in New Guinea he 
ran up 143 combat missions and 
has three Jap fighters and a Jap 
bomber to his credit. Returned to 
the states, he was assigned as a 
fighter pilot to the 412th Jet-Pro- 
pelled Fighter Group at March 
Field, Riverside, Calif. 

Although the Germans stole the 
show in Europe with the first 
combat appearance of the jet air- 
plane, their Messerschmitt 262s 
and Arado 234s were seldom able 
to stay in the air longer than 45 
minutes. Now these three Ameri- 
can test pilots have demonstrated 
that jet-propelled planes can be 
developed to remain in the air 
more than five times that length 
of time. Wright Field officials 
point out that the Japs failed to 
show anything notable in the jet- 
propulsion line, although their 
“Baka” bomb, piloted by suicidal 
“Kamikaze” pilots, was driven by 
a simple rocket arrangement of- 
fering propulsion for a few sec- 
onds. 

Col. Councill says that when 
jet propulsion is developed to the 
point where it is used on com- 
mercial airlines, civilian travel 
will be even more comfortable 
than it is today. 

“At 35,000 feet, traveling 600 
miles an hour, you feel no Aair- 
bumps,” he pointed out. “The only 
difference a customer on a com- 
mercial plane will notice is that 
he’s at his destination before he 


knows it.” 
CC pression, the P=80 jet plane 

does not come in for a landing 
at a blinding speed. It glides in 
on its approach at the same speed 
as ordinary fighters and makes 
contact with the runway at around 
100 miles per hour. 

Since the engine is not located 
in the nose, the pilot’s compart- 
ment is well forward, offering a 
great improvement in visibility. 
In addition to smooth and easy 
flight, the pilot gets another 
break in the P-80¢ It has a pres- 
surized cabin. In the slender fus- 
elage of the P-80, some 14 valves, 
units and “muffs” are squeezed 
into an exceedingly small space.

Wright Field engineers say that 
the real problem in developing 
jet engines lay in the turbine.

Alloys had to be developed for 
the turbine blades so that they 
could stand terrific temperatures

and still rotate at very high ve- 
locities. 

Engineers say that jet-propelled 
planes of the future will require 
new, thinner, high-speed wings to 
reduce drag and vibration. The 
P-80 takes a big step in this di- 
rection. In fact, engineers point 
out, it is so sleek, with its flush- 
riveted and highly-polished painted 
skin, that dive brakes are _ in- 
stalled for slowing the plane in 
making a descent from high alti- 
tudes. 

Colonel Council], Captain Smith 
and Captain Babel are all enthusi- 
astic over the flight characteristics 
and performance of the P-80 jet. 

“T trust the jet more than an 
ordinary plane,” said Councill, “It’s 
very simple to fly, too. I’ve been 
flying fighters from P-1’s to P-80's 
and I'll take the P-80 any time.” 

It all sounds very simple doesn't 
it? But there seems to be one 
drawback. If a pilot had to bail 
out some eight miles above the 
earth, he'd be frozen solid before 
you could say, Schenectady. 

“You don't think of those things,” 
says Colonel Councill. “After all, 
pilots who love to fly have their 
own religion. You just keep good 
hours, eat good food, don’t get 
drunk and live a good life and 
physically you don’t feel any dif- 
ferent 40,000 feet up in the air go- 
ing 660 miles an hour than you do 
walking along a sidewalk.”

ROBERT MAESTRI, POLITICAL

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 2. 
N the morning of December

tri, the long time political dic- 
tator of New Orleans, found him- 
self out of the mayor’s seat in one 
of the most surprising political 
upsets in recent years, the news- 
paper boys waited on him for a 
statement. He responded in his 

usual terse and colorful fashion: 

“Dem _ skoits,” he said, ‘beat 
me.” 

He was referring to the women 
of New Orleans, and while it is 
true that dem skoits banded to- 
gether to help get him out, they 
were just one of several factors 
which led to the downfall of 
Maestri and, by the same token, 
the famous “Old Regulars” who 
had ruled New Orleans politics 
with a heavy hand for the past 
50 years, and who had lost only 
one previous election during that 
time. ) 

But the Old Regulars weren't 
the only ones who were left slight- 
ly punch drunk by being victims 
of the impossible. All New Or- 
leans was in somewhat the same 
shape, and the popular pastime, 
among supporters of both the old 
and new re’ ..es, has consisted 
of trying to figure out what hap- 


pened. 

In addition to dem skoits, there 
was the voting machine, which 
was used for the first time ina 
mayoralty election. There were 
the G.I.’s who, like a lot of other 
New Orleanians, had wearied of 
dictatorial Maestri. There was a 
general trend toward a change in 
administration which was s0 
strong, some politicians said, that 
almost anyone could have unseat- 
ed the old gang. 

But most important of all, it is 
plain to see, was the personality 
and background of handsome, 34- 
year-old De Lesseps (pronounced 
della-seps) Morrison, who was just 
what the situation called for.

It was an unbeatable 
set-up.

VEN though Maestri laid claims 

EF to having put the city on a 

cash basis, it was pointed out 
that on Dec. 31, 1945, the city owed 

Public Service $300,000, and owed 

various others in the business 

eommunity more than $700,000. 

The records further showed that 
as of the same date the city 
hadn’t paid its telephone bills 
since August; hadn’t paid milk 
bills for the mental hospital and 
other institutions since last June; 
hadn't paid its meat bills since 
the last of June, which is just to 
mention some of the unpaid bills. 

In 1936, the year Maestri be- 
came mayor, it was pointed out, 
the city had a revenue of $6,800,- 
000, and wound up with $62,000 in 
unpaid bills. In 1945 the revenue 
was expected to go above $13,- 
500,000, but unpaid bills total 
something like 10 times what they 
did in 1936. 

Maestri has never been charged 
with dipping into city funds. The 
case against him is one of inepti- 
tude and waste of public money. 
He got the mayoralty job by being 
appointed by Governor Leche to 
fulfill the unexpired term of 
Semmes Walmsley who was vir- 
tually forced out of office when 
the Long-Leche machine stripped 
the city of New Orleans of its 
major powers and deprived it of 
fundseto carry on operations. 

Maestri started out like a little 
whirlwind and soon became 
known as “Bob the Builder.” He 
did a civic reconstruction job that 
set the city back on its heels with 
admiration, and when, in 1938, 
the state machine, by legislative 
act, extended his term four years, 
there were few complaints. He 
was still being hailed as a mighty 
man and “Ahead With Bob” pla- 
cards appeared all over town, 

When the WPA. ended, it 
dawned on the city that Bob the 
Builder had been doing it all with 
federal money and when the fed- 
eral money ceased the reconstruc- 
tion ceased. In fact, things began 
to ; from bad to worse. But by 
that time, Maestri had himself 
firmly entrenched. 

In 1942 he ran for and was 
elected mayor. ‘lhe old state ma- 
chine, by legislative act, gave him 
virtual dictatorial powers over 
the commission council. Instead 
of the council voting on a propo- 
sition, Maestri told them what he 
wanted and the did it.

small proportions. It is in the 

hands of a couple of racketeers 
from New York and Chicago, and, 
consisting mostly of slot machines, 
pin ball games and hot-seat poker 

games, it nets from 25 to 50 mil- 

lion a year. 

Maestri is several times a mil- 
lionaire, and he doesn’t need the 
racketeer’s money. But he was 
lenient with his boys, and if they 
could pick it up, okay. 

Maestri got his start in life 
working in his father’s furniture 
store, after about six years of 
scattered grade school education. 
He started in as a flunkey and 
worked himself up to manager. He 
learned early the advantages of 
being in with the politicians. He 
started dabbling in real estate, 
and being a quick man with a 
dollar and having an in with the 
politicians, his holdings multiplied 
rapidly. ‘Today‘he is the largest 
single property owner in the city, 
by his own admission. But nfo 
one but Maestri knows how much 
of New Orleans he owns. 

His rise to big-time politics be- 
gan in 1928 when he tied up with 
the Huey Long machine. When 
Long was elected governor, he 
made Maestri conservation com-

missioner, which gave him virtual 
dictatorship over the state’s 
natural resources, including oil. 
John Rogge, assistant United 
States Attorney General, charged 
that Maestri made $1,157,000 out 
of oil investments between 1935 
and 1937, but, Rogge said, a tech- 
nicality prevented him from prose- 
cuting Maestri under the Connolly 


Act. 
L tri believed that his one-man 
rule was best for New Orleans. 
He justified this political philos- 
ophy on the grounds that nothing 
would ever get done if the affairs 
of the city were entrusted to the 
Commission Council. ® 
Morrison’s philosophy is not one 
of reform in the ordinary sense 
of the word. It reflects the phil- 
osophy of the people of New Or- 
leans, who look upon their city as 
the Paris of America, and who 
have no desire to see it purified. 
“We intend to keep tris Amer- 
ica’s most interesting city,” Mor- 
rison says. “We're not going to 
eliminate entertainment in New 
Orleans, but we are going to end 
racketeering and pay-offs to city 
officials nnd employes. We hope 
to divert this money to the city 
by taxing certain types of gam- 
bling, just as we now levy a tax 
on the race tracks. Instead of a 
pay-off to the police and poli- 
ticians, we will have a pay-off-to 
the city, through taxes.” 
Although young and idealistic, 
Morrison is not naive. He is also 
wise in the ways of politics, hav- 
ing served in the state legislature 
and having authored the bill tax- 
ing the race tracks which brings

in a nice slice of money to the 
state. 

He has great plans for the fu- 
ture of New Orleans and envisions 
a city of a million people, which 
would be about double its pres- 
ent population, 

“Our position is like that of 
New York a century ago,” he said. 
“It was the gateway to Europe, 
which made it the city it is. But 
European trade will amount to 
little in the next 10 to 15 years. 
The next great trade frontier is 
Central and South America. This 
time: are the natural gateway.” 

The Port of New Orleans, he 
points out, had slipped in 1939 to 
seventeenth place in the country. 
Today it is back to second place, a; 
situation for which Morrison also 
is largely responsible. He was co- 
author of the law which took New 
Orleans’ 22 miles of sea port out 
of politics and placed it on a com- 
mission basis. 


In 1938, the records show, when 
the docks were a breeding place 
of political deadwood, 3200 em- 
ployes moved 12,000,000 tons of 
freight through the port. Last 
year 700 bona fide employes moved 
24,000,000 tons. 

Morrison plans to do the same 
thing in the city administration, 
which means that about the day 
after he takes office, on May 6, 
about 500 heads are going to fall 
around city hall and throughout 
the various departments. 

The Old Regulars, in the mean- 
time, who came back stronger 
than ever when this same thing 
happened to them 20 years ago, 
have announced that they'll be 
back. It will be interesting to see 
what happens in 1950,

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EW possibilities in celestial exploration were opened 

when Army Signal Corps scientists shot a beam of 

high frequency radar waves at the moon, hit it, heard 
the echo when waves bounced back. Man had taken his 
first controlled step into interplanetary space. 

Behind the almost fantastic feat of contact with the 
moon lay years of intense, laborious wartime development 
of radar. Actual achievement, however, was based on prin- 
ciples almost as fundamentally simple as an ordinary echo. 

An echo is caused by reflection of sound waves, travel- 
ing at about 700 miles an hour. Radar—the word is an 
abbreviation of “radio detecting and ranging’’—depends 
on reflected microwaves, or high-frequency energy particles, 
moving at light’s speed of 186,300 miles a second. 

Sound waves need a medium, such as air, water, or a 
solid, through which to travel. Radar waves move through 
space even more readily than through matter; some are 
reflected, or bounted back, by material obstacles in path 
of a radar beam. 

Equipment used to reach moon was a Signal Corps 
radar at Evans Signal Laboratory, Belmar, New Jersey. It 
differed from wartime radar, used to detect enemy planes 
and ships, chiefly in its immense power, its ability to shoot 
out tremendous bursts or pulses of extremely short waves 
in a narrow beam. This beam was sufficiently powerful 
to penetrate ionosphere, the ionized (electrically charged) 


outer layer of earth’s atmosphere. Ionosphere turns back 
(reflects) ordinary radio waves. 

Beam of short waves was projected into space from 
huge antenna aimed at moon by specially constructed 
peep-sight. Allowance was made in aim for relative move- 
ments of earth and moon. 

Microwave pulse shot toward moon in narrow path like 
that of a searchlight beam, like a searchlight beam it spread 
wider as it moved farther from its source. Its course was 
registered as a luminous spot moving across screen of a 
cathode ray tube oscilloscope. 

As waves passed through various layers of atmosphere 
—troposphere, stratosphere, ozonosphere, ionosphere—they 
spread more and more; some were dispersed or dissipated, 
possibly by ionosphere. Only a portion hit the moon; 
bounced off. Those reflected rebounded in all directions, 
some into limitless space, some toward all parts of earth 
facing moon, some in a straight path back to antenna. 

Rays that reached antenna were picked up by amplifier, 
and listening scientists heard a half-second-long, high-pitched 
hum, two and a half seconds after beam had been projected. 
At same time jagged lines appeared in path of beam on 
oscilloscope. Knowing speed of waves, scientists computed 
rays had bounced from a “target’’ one and a quarter sec- 
onds, or 237,500 miles away. Since that was the distance to 
the moon, they knew it was the moon they had contacted.

RECENT murder inquest in the 

Los Angeles Coroner's court pro- 

duced an unusual succession of 
emotional scenes. As testimony was 
being presented connecting Mrs. Vir- 
ginia McElhiney with the death of her 
husband, Everett, nine days after his 
discharge from the Army, her mother, 
Mrs. Estella Briscoe, fainted. While 
she was being revived, Mrs. McElhiney 
fainted. 

A few minutes later, the jury rec- 
ommended that Mrs. McElhiney be 
held on a murder charge. Both women 
fainted. 

An autopsy showed arsenic in Mc- 
Elhiney’s body although he died after 
being severely burned when his bed - 
caught fire. Mrs. McElhiney, 28 years 
old, admitted she put ant poison in his 
coffee, police said, but denied intend- 
ing to kill him. She was quoted as 
explaining she merely sought to make 
him ill, and convince him of her love 
by nursing him back to health. Mc- 
Elhiney, 38, formerly lived at Moberly, 
Missouri, where his parents still reside.
